These words vweie w ritten to the 
Romans, yet Paul had a w onderful 
w ay of w riting th a t fitted not merely 
to the people to whom they were 
w ritten, but fitted every generation 
th a t since ha6 come. 
Paul had gotten 
into his soul a conviction th a t was 
quite rare in th a t generation, and 
w hich, perhaps, is quite as rare today 
in a g reat many people who call them ­ 
selves by the nam e of Christian.

The danger of the inoculation of 
certain constitutional diseases, which

Sometimes it is due to 
friction by the clothing or to scratch­ 
ing by the child, which breaks the skin 
over the little blisters, or tears off the 
scab and irritates the raw place so 
produced. 
To prevent this a vaccin­ 
ation shield may be worn, or better yet 
the part may be covered by a wide, 
thick layer of cotton fastened to the 
arm by adhesive plaster. 


Other causes of a sore arm after vac­ 
cination are dirt, catching cold, indi­ 
gestion from improper diet, and con­ 
stitutional 
weakness. 
With 
some 
children every scratch is followed by 
inflammation which takes a long time 
to get well. 
Such children will almost 
surely have a sore arm after vaccin­ 
ation, and if possible the operation 
should be deferred 
until they have 
been built up by tonics and fresh air. 
During the entire vaccination period 
the diet should be simple, meat and all 
“heating” foods being very sparingly 
indulged in.

LIFE IN T H E MIDST OF A 
FRYER EPIDEMIC.

Hip disease is one of the most com- 
YELLOW • mon causes of lameness in 
children. 
This is not only because it occurs per- 
I haps more frequently than disease of 
any other joint, but also because it be­ 
gins so insidiously 
th at 
the 
early 
stages, when treatm ent might accom­ 
plish most, are often passed bt fore the 
trouble is recognized. 


“ The w ind iu the east and no frost 
u n til November. ’ This means little to 
one who lins never been in tho m idst 
of a yellow fever epidemic. To the resi­ 
dent of an infected district, however, it 
is full of import. 
A fter sundown on a m idsum m er’s 
day is when a southern town seems to 
stir w ith life. 
All day the blinds have > 
been closed tightly and the streets prac-' 
tically deserted, but when tho sun no 
longer beats fiercely down oil brick aud 
stone, 
when the long shadows have 
deepened into cool, wide spreading dark­ 
ness, then the shutters are throw n open 
and groups gather on verandas aud door­ 
steps. 
There is the sound of laughter 
and chatter and here and there the 
tinkle of a banjo or the low thrum of 
a guitar. 
Peace and happiness are in 
the air. 
Late in the evening some one comes 
np from down town, and a whispered 
conversation is held. 
There is a sus­ 
picious case at the hospital, but the 
physicians have not as yet given their 
opinions. 
The word has been passed 
around, and wherever the rum or spreads 
the laughter and the music are hushed. 
“ In the m orning we w ill know ,’’ say 
the men. “ Probably it is nothing seri­ 
ous.’* 
Yet each man hesitates as he nears 
tho corner where he knows the bulletin 
w ill be posted. 
The ancients trem bled 
w hen they asked the oracle to speak. 
The bulletin is there. 
It is tho fever. 
D uring the day more deaths occur and 
more bulletins are posted. 
The scourge is on. 
The evolution of a panic is a dra­ 
m atic thing. 
Fear of an unseen foe—a 
foe th at strikes in the broad sunlight or 
in the dark, in the crowded street or in 
the seclusion of the home— causes it. 
D eath may be communicated by a touch. 
The rail against which you lean, the 
knob of the door w hich you open, the 
newspaper w hich you pick up, may 
have been handled by one who has since 
been stricken and polluted. 
The colored people generally, as well 
as some of the natives who have lived 
through other epidemics, accept the situa- 


The first sign is usually a slight limp, 
which comes and goes for no apparent 
reason; there is no pain, and as the 
child can give no excuse for limping, 
he is perhaps reproved for what is re­ 
garded as merely a bad habit. 
There 
is a little stiffness after sitting, and es­ 
pecially in the m orning on getting out 
of bed, but Jhis passes away with exer­ 
cise. 
It may disappear for days at a 
time, and then return in a rather more 
pronounced form. 


The child seems instinctively to avoid 
a shock to the hip by stepping on the 
tips of his toes, but when told to put 
his heel to the ground he does 
so 
w ithout trouble. 
After a while a lit­ 
tle pain begins to be felt, and this, like 
the limp, may be interm ittent at first; 
it seems too slight to have any serious 
significance, and 
the 
parents 
often 
speak of it as a “growing pain.” 
At 
first the child hardly knows where the 
pain is, it is so indefinite, but soon 
it becomes more m arked and is re­ 
ferred to the knee. 


The Ump and the pain are so slight 
and so inconstant that no alarm 
is 
felt, and so the opportunity of th ro t­ 
tling the disease in its infancy is often 
lost, and the more striking symptoms 
of the second stage set in before a phy­ 
sician is consulted. Now the little pa­ 
tient begins to have 
“night 
cries.” 
Suddenly, in the m idst of sound sleep, 
he utters a piercing cry expressive of 
severe pain; but he is not conscious of 
suffering, and may not even wake, or 
if he does he cries in a startled way for 
a m inute or two and then falls asleep 
again. 


At this time, if the child is exam in­ 
ed, one leg may be seen to be a little 
thinner than its m ate 
and 
perhaps 
slightly drawn up at the hip. The dis­ 
ease is now fully 
established, 
and 
while not 
necessarily 
incurable, 
is 
much more difficult of 
m anagem ent 
than it would have been at the begin­ 
ning, when a few weeks’ rest m ight 
have sufficed to remove all signs of the 
trouble. 
The moral is, never to neg­ 
lect a limp or a “growing pain” in 
the young. 


H ea rt Burial*. 
The body of Louis

Later his son Philip (Ie 
H ard!), having carried them and those 
of his brother Tristan into Italy, they 
were taken to Paris in 1271. 
On March 
21 of that year, the bones, reduced to 
ashes, were deposited tem porarily in 
Notre Dame, whence they were pres­ 
ently borne in state to the Benedictine 
abbey of St, Denis, and at each spot 
by the way where the bearers paused, 
seven in number, Philip subsequently 
caused a cross to be raised. Charles of 
Anjou dying at Foggia, 1285, his heart 
was sent to Angers, while his body was 
entombed in San Gennaro, at Naples. 
Philip II (Ie Hardi) died of pestilence 
at Perpignan on October 5, 1285. 
His 
flesh was buried at Narbonne. 
His 
heart was given by Philip IV. (Ie Bel) 
to the Dominicans of Paris.—Notes and 
Queries.

Rainier will not discourage the Ma- 
zamas, though it may induce the exer­ 
cise of greater precaution. The Maza- 
mas, as readers of the W eekly will re­ 
member, constitute a society made up 
chiefly of dwellers on the Pacific coast, 
whose especial pleasure it is to scale 
and explore the great m ountains of the 
northw est. 
The society was organized 
in July, 1894, on the sum m it of Mount 
Hood, by 192 persons, who climbed 11,- 
225 feet to attend its first meeting. The 
next year parties of Mazamas ascended 
Mounts Hood, Baker, Adams, Rainier 
and Jefferson. Last year the club made 
an excursion to C rater Lake, in Ore­ 
gon, and this year its attentions have 
been largely concentrated on 
Mount 
Rainier. 
On Tuesday, July 27, Prof. 
Edgar McClure, an experienced m oun­ 
taineer and a leader of the Mazamas, 
lost his life by a fall. 
The next even­ 
ing two other climbers fell into a cre­ 
vasse. 
One made his own way out; the 
other w-as rescued with difficulty. 
An 
idea of the quality of the sport that 
Mount Rainier affords this year is to 
be gathered from the inform ation that 
the face of the m ountain, for a mile 
down from its summit, is a continuous 
sheet of 
ice, in 
which 
steps have 
to be cut bv r-Hrnbor's. 
The m ountain 
is 14,450 feet high, and 10,000 feet of its 
elevation is covered with 
perpetual 
snow.—H arper’s Weekly.
